Tlie Sun posted the first informa- 
tion given the public of the great 
disaster at San Franrisco. This wan 
done on bulletin boarda both in front 
of this olfice and also in f’'<»nt of the 
ritisens Savings Imnk and .McPher- 
son's. The Informetion was read by 
many and soon the horrifying fact 
had well spread over the city. Soon 
the phone* at the office were con- 
stantly rJogiag Hnd Inquirioa for 
further facts came from all parts of 
the city and even from some outside 
points. .At 12:30 The Sun further 
excelled by I'litting an extra upon 
the streets In which a rather full ac- 
count of the horror was printed all 
the cond'itions, particularly the ab- 
sence of telegraphic lines, being tak- 
en Into consideration. This extra 
wns grabbed up by the excited pub- 
lic like hot cakes by a gang of 
tramps, and many compliments were 
paid the i»aper liecause of this grot- 
nltouH stroke of enterprise. Though 
it was thought the people had well 
heard of the disaster the extra was 
the first Intimation many had of Ita 
occurrence. 

There are a great number of Pa- 
ducah iieople In »an Francisco, iuit 
as the dumago seems to have been 
most In the buslnesa districts It Is 
not thought any of them suffered an 
accident. ‘Accretary Coons, of the 
rominercli, clnb, .Miss Mix. of the 
Commercial club, and I>r. Blythe 
have relatives out there. J. B. Alvey 
and family are residing there. Mr. 
B. H Bcott and family have Just re- 
turned from a visit to California and 
were In 'Frisco a few days ago.

The (otal loss of the disaster In 
San Francisco is estimated at $30,- 
000,000. This will prove almost if 
not a total loss, as insurance is not 
paid on such dinaslers, or fire result- 
ant, unless insurance policies so 
stale. The Haltimure fire lf>ss was 
$40,000,000, but Ibe people recover- 
ed on this loss largely through their 
insurance.

Hours Later Today 

The Whole City is a Mass of Flames and Seem* 
ingly Doomed to Complete Destruction 
Damage to Suburb Near Town

St. Ixiiiis April IX. — A lor- 
rlHc earthquake which seemed liter- 
ally to sweep the aiip|>orta from be- 
neath city, cracking walls and send- 
ing weaker hnlldinga topidlng to (he 
streets, burying tbeir occupants and 
In burning debris rucked Sun Fran- 
cisco at C:13 o'clock this morning 
Perhaps thousands of people are be- 
lieved to be dead as a result of the 
earthquake. From the ruins of the 
fallen buildings rescuing imrtiea are 
bringing out the dead and wounded. 

The water supply was cut off and 
the city left witHont lights. Through 
the darkened streets the survivors 
grouped tbeir way over masses of 
debris answering the calls for aid as 
they could. The eatastro|ihe came 
without warning and the survivors In 
the stricken ristricts, dazed with 
with horror could do little effective 
re.scne work. All wires went down 
with the first shock and the city was 
left without means to api>est for help. 
The Post Dispatch received the fol- 
lowing bulletin from tbo night chief 
of the the Postal at San Francisco 
shortly after the earthquake: “Ws 

had terrible earthquake at r>:1.l 
There Is an Immense amount of dam 
age done in the city. Olfice alxiiii 
wrecked, our power is gone. Non-* 
of us are hurt but they are carting 
the dead .out of fallen buildings. Fir* 
Is over the town and no water. I am 
going to get out of the olfice as wo 
have an earthquake shts^k every few 
minutes All telegraphir roniiniinl 
cation with Han Franrisco ceased a. 
0 a. ra."

In other localities the shock 
was felt as far south as Rants Bar- 
bara.

San Francisco, April 18. — The 
area covered by the earthquake Is 
about no blocks In which almost all 
of the buildings are totally destroy- 
ed. The greatest damage is east on 
South Market street to the Bay. This 
area covers the Battery. Front. Drum- 
mond and .Montgomery streets. 

The buildings on the follow'ng 
streets are destroyed: 

First, Fremont. Beal, Main, Spear, 
.Stuart, East and Smith. 

ThI* section of the city is largely 
devoted to manufactories, and the 
loss will be tremendous. 

The Hotels. 

The Pal.xce hotel which cost $3^- 
3r>0,n00, was blown up to try to 
stop the flames. This Is one of the 
finest hotels In the world. The Lick 
house, is also wrecked, and the other 
hotels are badly damaged.

The city hall was one of the hand- 
somest buildings In the west and 
coat six million dollars.

The city electric lighting plant 
went down in the wreck, and the gas 
mains are all broken. The city will 
be in darkness until relief la given 
some way. j 

Xo Water. 

The damage to the water mains 
cripples the water supply for drink- 
ing purposes, and all uses as a lira 
fighter for it have been abandoned. 

Telegraph Hr'rvice. 

The Postal, Western Union and 
Pacific States Telephone company 
plants are in the wreck and commu- 
nication Is crippled. The companies 
above, all sent out notices that mes- 
sages are necessarily delayed. ^

— I’rrsident 
Roosevelt has made known to his 
close friends that he is ambitious to 
represent .New York slate the sen- 
ate at the close of Ms present term. 
The Information is being rniiflden- 
tiully Iniparted to the Republican 
leaders In this state. 

,Mr. Roosevelt wishes it iindcrstooil 
that his determination to not accept 
a second term In the While House re- 
mains as before, but he believes that 
his public life Is by no mesns at an 
end, nnd that he can be of great ser- 
vlt'c In the senate. Neither -Mr. Platt 
nor .Mr. Uepew will be a candidate 
again for the senate, according to a 
statement recently made by Platt, 
who i^gretfully admitted to a friend 
that “we could not be re-elected if 
we wanted io be, I fear." 

Both men are more than 70, and 
Platt's term will expire on the very 
day that Mr. Roosevelt ceases to be 
president, on .March 1, 1909. Depew's 
term runs two years longer. If he 
were elected to sitcceed Platt, Mr, 
Roosevelt could be sworn In as sena- 
tor the same day that hla successor 
as president look the oatK of office. 

No expression has yet been made 
by Republican leaders here as to the 
manner In which the president's am- 
hltlon will be received, but It Is 
thought It will have an effect on the 
ininirdlate future In New York poli- 
tics.

To save a man from drowning and 
then cffo<*t just the reverse 4a the ex- 
fieriment ftirced on Irvin Starr, night 
watchman on the ateamer Hick Fow- 
ler. Starr does not know Just how 
he stand.s, the resiih of his work, but 
does not think be has anything com- 
ing either way — most certainly not 
on the debtor eoliimn of llfe'a ledger. 

Starr Tuesday morning caught an 
unknown negro thief making away 
with a box of Jelly from the wharf 
at the foot of Broadway. He called 
to the thief to halt and was fon'ed 
to Are his pistol at the fleeing form. 
The negro was either stnick or 
frightened Into Jumping into the 
river; at any rste he dl.Happ<*areil 
over the side of the barge tied to the 
Fowler, and his body has not been 
recovered yet. 

Starr stated this morning that one 
year ago yeKterday, May 17th. he 
pulled a white man out of the river 
al St. Louis. Mo. The man had fall- 
en off a boat and Starr, who has fol- 
lowed the river most of his life. 
Jumped In after him. He had a strug- 
gle, hut landed his m,xn safe on thj 
bank. The paiiers gave Starr write- 
ups, and the marine has kept them 
In a sxirap book. "Tlie remarkable 
faet of ■the ineident of yesterday,” 
Starr slated this morninf, "la that 
one year ago to the day I saved a 
man from drowning. Yeaterday I 
was forced to make one Jump Into 
the river — Just the reverse of my 
previous iterforimint-e." 

The body of the unknown mail 
whom Starr forced to "lake to wa- 
fer,” has not lieen discovered. The 
authorities have sent out notices of 
warning down the river, and when 
the body eomos to tho surfare H will 
probably be caught below the city. 

Starr is a very unuaiial character. 
He I* about middle age, of good ap- 
Itearance and educated. He wears 
tho uniform of the salvation army, 
having seen experience in this work. 
He saya he Is from the world at 
large, and his career has been one of 
adventure from his early youth 
when thrown on his own rcsourcef

C'liiclnn.atl. .\pril 18. — The state 
senate had no authority to uutlior- 
1x0 the Investigatbiu of the public of- 
Hcew of f'lnctnnatl and Hamiilton 
(xuinty. as carried on by the Drake 
committee, according to a decision 
Hied by the common pleas court in 
this city. 

The ca.se was that of Thos. .1. Da- 
v'i>. caaliler of the First Nationa. 
bank In this olty, whose refuaal to 
api'car as a wltnemi lK»fore the Drake 
comml'itce led to his arrmt In a sen- 
sational muuner, followed by the 
service of a writ of hnbciis cxirpus 
and the bringing of the prisoner l>e- 
forv the common pleas court for 
hearing. The opinion rendered by 
Judge Sntith today Is very voliimlsi- 
ous and la In part, as follows; 

“The court la therefore of the ojdn 
Ion that the power asserted herein 
Is Judicial and not legislative; that 
the senate had no authority to au- 
thorlxe the Investigation as set oii‘ 
in the resolntlou; that the committee 
therefore had no lawful Authority to 
require the petitioner to testify: that 
the resolution. sub|>oenaes and war- 
rants are in like manner void for 
want of Jurisdiction, and thail his de- 
tention was without any lawful arii- 
thorlty.” 

The eourt further refused to con- 
-•Ider toc-hnlcal points which had 
been raised nnd ordered the release 
of the i>rIsoner. 

The Drake committee consisted of 
three democratic senators, the two 
republicans who had orScInally been 
named as members havtng formally 
notified the senate that they refused 
to serve. This was one of the itoint.s 
brought before the court during the 
argument. The rerslons of the com- 
mitee were held on Fridays and 9at- 
urdeys of each week during the ses- 
sion of the legislature, and brmight 
out considerable testimony as to the 
(onduct of public nfllres In this coun-

The president urges the enactment 
of the proposed measure as, he de- 
clares, we are not to be pardoned if 
we fall to take every step In oar pow- 
er to prevent the possibility of the 
repethlon of scandals as those that 
have occurred In connection with (he 
insurance business as disclosed by 
the Armstrong committee." 

The text of the president’s message 
follows: 

"To the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives; I herewith transmit the 
report and recoiiimendations, with 
accompanying papers, of the insur- 
ance convention which met In Feb- 
ruary last at Chicago, The conven- 
tion was called because of the extra- 
ordinary disclosures of wrongful In- 
surance methods recently made by 
the Armstrong legislative committee 
of the state of New York; the sugges- 
tion that M should be called coming 
to me originally from Gov. John A. 
Johnson, of Minnesota, through Com- 
missioner of Insurance Thomas D. 
O'Brien, of that state. The convention 
consisted of about one hundred gov- 
ernors. attorney generals and com- 
missioners of Insurance of the states 
and territories of the union. 

The convention was seeking to ac- 
complish uniformity of Insurance leg- 
islation throughout the states and 
territories, and as a prime step to- 
ward this purpose decided to eodesv- 
or to secure the enactment by the 
congress of the United States of a 
proper insurance code for the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, which might serve 
as a model for the several states. 

"Before adjourning the conven- 
tion appointed a committee of three 
attorney generals and 12 commission- 
ers of insurance of the various states 
to prepare and have presented to the 
congress a bill which should embody 
the features suggested by the con- 
vention. The committee recently met 
In Chicago and In thorough and pains
